The  '^rder  of  September  24,  1923,  has  "been  superseded  hy  that 
of  July  1,  1936.   The  new  decree  adds  potato  wart  to  the  last  sen- 
tence of  the  text  on  page  2  of  circular  B  .E  .p.Q,.-389,  which  should 
now  read  as  follows: 

"These  products  grown  in  and  shipped  from  a  locality  at 
least  20  km  from  any  infestation  of  Leptinotarsa  (Colorado 
potato  beetle)  or  Synchytrium  (potato  wart)  are  considered  to 
proceed  from  an  exempt  district." 
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
